From Germany Begun: 


: GENEVA, Wednesday, April 26,. 
(via Paris.)—An ‘exodus of Amer- 
icans from Germany has begun. Sev- 
eral of them have already arrived at 
"Basle. 

They are convinced that a rupture 
betweén Germany and the United 
States is inevitable. 
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BERLIN, April 25, 3 P. M., (via Lon- 
don, Wednesday, April 26.)—Prior to his 
departure for headquarters tonight to 
consult with Emperor William, the sub- 
Marine.issue and Germany's relations 
with the United States were again

New Plot to Selze Chihuahua City 
and Kill De Facto Authori- 
ties Is.

EL PASO, Texas, April 25.—It was an- 
nounced officially here tonight that the 
conference between Major Gen. Hugh 
L. Scott, Chief of Staff. of the United 
States. Army,.and General Alvaro Obre- 
gon, Minister of War of the de facto 
Mexican Government, would be held in 
El Paso, and would start.as soon as 
General Obregon reached the border. 

General Carranza, in an official state- 
ment, declares he has fully approved the 
plan for having the meeting at El Paso, 
and announces that he is especially 
pleased atithe assurances given by Gen- 
eral Bell and: the .announcement..that 
General. Scott will call.on General Obre- 
gon in Juarez first. 7

Villa, there is much spectfation as* to 
just what will be discussed.’ Mexicans 
profess to ‘beHeve that 4t-da:details of 
the withdrawal of the Americans which 
will be considered.

General Gavira. Carranza commander 
at Juarez, was advised by télegraph this 
afternoon that General Obregon was 
leaving San Luis Potosi for Saltillo, and 
was expected to reach Juarez be Satur- 
day by way of Torreon and Monterey. 
He will establish: his headquarters in 
Juarez in the fine home which Villa 
seized from old General Ochoa, and 
where William Benton, an English- 
man, was killed. He will then confer 
with General Scott through his aids and 
arrange for the first meeting to be held 
in the Juarez Custom House, probably 


Sunday or Monday, if his arrival‘is not 
delayed. 


Gutierrez May Attend.

COLONEL’S MEN UNDAUNTED 


Regard the Result as Not a. Fair 
Indication of Massachu- 
setts Sentiment.

BOSTON, Mass., April 25.—Unpledged 
delegates-at large to the Republican Na-— 
tional Convention were elected at the 
Presidential primaries today over four 
candidates pledged to the nomination of 
Colonel "Kheodore Roosevelt. 

Returns from 1,120 out of the 1,140 


districts of the State show that the 
Roosevelt delegates have been defeated 
by an average -majority of 15,000.. Gov-' 
ernor 8. W. McCall, ‘the highest man on 
the -unpledged delegation, runs nearly 
17,000 above the highest man among the 
Roosevelt candidates, Charles S. Bird. 

The indications are that. ‘* unpledged,”’ 
or anti- Roosevelt, delegates will be sent 
to Chicago from fourteen of the sixteen 
Congressional districts of the State. 
That will give Colonel Roosevelt only 
four of the thirty-six delegates from 
Massachusetts. 

While the ‘‘ straight goods’’ Repub- 
lican leaders, heaced by ex-Senator W. 
Murray Crane, have been confident for 
some days ‘of victory in the primary 
fight, the majority rolled up for the 
unpledged «delegation of which ex-Sen- 
ator Crane himself is a member ex- 
ceeded their expectations. 

While Governor McCall or Senator 
Weeks and possibly both may receive 
complimentary. votes from the delega- 
tion, few heré believe they have a 
chance of being nominated. ‘With favor- 
‘fté sons ‘barred, tt f¥ said that the dele- 
gation will show an impressive majority 
for Justice Hughes.

The showing made by the unpledged 
forces in the campaign for district dele- 
gates came as a complete surprise to the 
other side.

“It was a pity the vote was so light, 
but I suppose 4 majority of 15,000 would 
have been too great to overco even 
with a bigger vote. Of course “there js 
this to consider that the candidates on 
the ‘“‘ unpledged ’’ ticket were the most 
prominent Republicans in the State, 
while those pledged to Colonel Roose- 
velt were not of first presiornes. I be- 
lieve the result would have been very 
different had We used a ballot by which 
the voters could have cast their ballots 
directly for the Presidential nominee of 
their choice. Under said circumstances 
I firmly believe Colonel Roosevelt would 
have defeated anv other candidate, not 
aveg, excluding Justice Hughes, by 15,-

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Eight British Airmen Rout Turkish Force

LONDON, ‘April 25.—Hight © British 
aeroplanes: bombarded-the hostile camp 
at Quatia in Egypt, near the Suez 
Canal, it was. announced officially to- 
day. The camp. was destroyed, and the 
hostile troops, the aviators reported,

in the vicinity of Quatia says: 

,* With reference tothe fighting in the 
Quatia district on April 23, the general 
officer .commanding in Egypt reports 
that it was of a more severe character 
than at first intimated. The defense_of 
Dueidar. was gallantly. maintained by 
one company of Royal Scots. The enemy 
cagualties amounted to seventy killed, 
and he left-behind twenty-eight prisoners 
taken by us, and war material amount- 
ing _to5,000. rounds of small-arm am- 
munition, four machine-gun belt boxes 
full, twenty-eight shells, and . eighty 
rifles, ‘ 

*‘The pursuing column mentioned in 
yesterday’s report took several .more 
prisoners,, Our aeroplanes effected se- 
vere casualties with bombs and machine 
gun fire. Ore of our mounted: brigades 
Was engaged’all day with the enemy. 

“On April 24 eight aeroplanes took 
part in an attack on the eneniy camp 
near Quatla, effecting a complete sur- 


prise. The hostile camp was destroyed. 
The enemy suffered severe casualties 
from bombs dropped and from machine 
gun fire. ; 
“There was no further fighting on 
the 24th, and the enemy appeared to be 
withdrawing from the Quatia district.” 


In an official statement, from London 
yesterday it was said’ a hostile: column 
8,000 strong had attacked the. village 
of Quatia, compelling the withdrawal of 
the defending small force after a-severe 
engagement.

borhood of Dueidar, which: was attacked 
by 500 men. This force was beaten off 


after British reinforcements had been 


brought up. It was said the known cas- 
ualties Of ‘the hostile \. detachment 
amounted to forty killed, in addition to 
which thirty men were .m prisoners.. 
The presence-near th 
hostile organized forces.in such numbers 
had not been disclosed préviously. 
Quatia is twenty-five miles east of the 
canal, on a road to El Kantara, where 
the Turks made their previous unsuc- 
cessful attempt to reach the canal. This 
attack was made in November of 1916, 
and since that time, so far as has been 
known, no-organized efforts have been 
made by the Turks to invade Egypt.

Mr. Morgenthau has been credited with 
an intention to leave the Diplomatic 
Service, and, according to gossip here, 
Abram. I. Elkus of New York will be of- 
fered the Ambassadorship to Tu-key. 

The purpose of Mr. Morgenthau in re- 
signing is to enable him to take an ac- 
tive part in the forthcoming political 
campaign in behalf of President Wilson.

DR. STEIN FALLS DEAD 
TALKING TO DOCTORS 


Brother-in-Law of Henry Mor- 
genthau Stricken on Rostrum 
at Academy of Medicine. 


Dr. Richard Stein, a prominent physi- 
cian and a brother-in-law of Henry 
Morgenthau,, Ambassador to Turkey, 
dropped dead last night of apoplexy 
while reading a paper before the Metro- 
politan Medical Society at the New York 
Aéademy of Medicine, in West Forty- 
third Street. “ 

Dr. Stein was apparently in the best 
of health when he ascerided the rostrum, 
shortly aftet 10 o’clock. He had been 
reading possibly for fifteen ‘minutes 
when he suddenly let go his hold, on the 
desk before him and fell backward. The 
thirty physicians present gathered 
around him. Several applied artificial 
respiration ‘and powerful heart stimu- 
lants were used, but death had been in- 
stantaneous, for all their efforts failed 
to bring a trace of life. ~

Lansing Decides Envoy Can 
Have Only Those That He 
Declares Official. 


PRECEDENT FOR DECISION 


Washington Sees Possibility of a 
) Diplomatic Snarl Qver the 
von Igel Documents.

WASHINGTON, April .—Secretary 
Lansing has decided to give to Count 
von Bernstorff, the German Ambassa- 
dor; only those documents which the 
Ambassador identifies as ‘official ”’ 
from among the papers taken from the 
raided New York office of Wolf von 
Igel of the German Embassy staff, who 
was arrested by Department of Justice 
agents in connection with the plot to 
destroy the Welland Canal.

GREAT PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 


Even Ventilator Sealed to Pre- 
vent Eavesdropping—Recruit- 
ing Plan to be Made Public. 


LONDON, Wednesday, April 26.—The 
most crowded houses since the war be- 
gan were drawn to Westminster Palace 
yesterday by the excitement attending 
the secret session of Parliament,

STRIVES TO AID NEUTRALS 


Government Said to be Doing All in 
Its Power to Limit incon- 
veniences to Trade. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—The latest 
British note in answer to Amierican 
protests against allied interference with 
neutral trade, made public tonight at 
the Staté Department, contends that the 
practices complained of aré ‘ juridical- 
ly’ sound and valid” and that the re- 
lief which neutrals seek is rather to be 
obtained by. the mitigation of necessary 
hardships than by “abrupt changes 
either in the theory or application of 
a policy based upon admitted princi- 
ples of international law carefully ad- 
justed to the altered ee of mod- 
ern warfare.” 

It discloses that ‘‘an:impartial and 
influential commission” has been ap- 
pointed to find ways to minimize de- 
lays, and pledges the Allies to make 
their restraints on trade as little bur- 
densome to neutrals as possible. The 
note, in which the French Government 
concurs, reiterates the military necessity 
of regulating commerce to neutrals 
contiguous to Germany, and justifies the 
effectiveness of the blockade which was 
challenged by the last American note. 
More diplomatic correspondence over the 
issue is expected to follow. 


Neutral Rights in Balance. 


The unanimity of sentiment among 
the world’s neutrals for the protection 
of neutral rights is recognized in the 
British note,..which refers to the sub- 
ject in terms embracing not the rights 
of trade alone, It saya in conclusion: 

‘““His Majesty's Government have 
noted with sincere satisfaction the inti- 
mation contained in the concluding pas- 
sages of the United States note of the 
intention of the United States to un- 
dertake the task of Senanoning the in- 
tegrity of neutral rights. 

The first act of this war was the 
unprovoked invasion by the enemy of 
neutral territory—that of Belg! 
which, he was solemnly pledged by 
treaty to protect. The disregard of neu- 
tral righ has since been extended 
to naval warfare by the wanton de- 
struction of neutral merchant ehips on 
the high seas, regardless of the lives

Sea Search Difficult. .

“The right of a belligerent to inter- 
cept contraband on its way to his en- 
emy,’’ it says, ‘‘is fundamental and in- 
contestablo, and ought not to be re- 
stricted to intercepting contraband which 
happens: to be accompanied on board 
the ship by proofs sufficient to con- 
demn it. at is essential ig to deter- 
mine whether or not the roods were on 
their way to the enemy.

“However sound the principle that 
goods intended for incorporation in the 
common stock of a neutral country 
should not be treated as contraband may.

SPIES SEIZE LETTERS 
IN BRITISH CONSULATE 


Athletic Clerk Prevents Theft. of 
Documents Laid Oat Ready 
to Be Sent to London. 


Three men, believed to be German 
spies, made an attempt last Friday 
night to steal from the ‘British Con- 
sulate in State Street some important 
mail which was laid out on the clerk’s 
desk ready to be placed in the Foreign 
Office bags for Lonaon to go on the 
American liner Philadelphia next morn- 
ing. 

Consul. General Bayley, 
Vice Consul, and the staff of clerks 
have all been working late at night re- 
cently to get through the immense 
mass of business connected with the 
trade department. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock on Friday 
night two men entered the long officé 
of the consulate, where the passport 
and other Husiness is carried on. This 
department has four doors and is nearer 
to the elevators leading to the street 
than any other office in the suite. A 
third man obened the end door, nearest

An official bulletin, issued here to- 
night, besides. telling of the co-opera- 
tion of airmen in the chase of Zeppelins 
and German cruisers which raided the 
east coast of England last night and 
today, discusses these other recent ex- 
ploits:

284,000,000 DAYS ARE LOST. 


Dr. Armstrong Tells the Cost of 
Wage Earners’ Iliness. 


Iridustrial preparedness was empha- 
sized yesterday at the Health Depart- 
ment in a talk before the staff of the 
Bureau of Communicable Diseases by 
Dr. Donald B. Armstrong, Director of 
the Department of Social Welfare of 
the New York Association for Improv- 
ing the Condition of the Poor. ° Dr. 


Armstrong pointed out the tremendous 
waste that occurred annually in indus- 
try as a result of unnecessary sickness 
and accident.’ He said the 33,000,000 in- 
dustrial workers in the United States 
lost about 284,000,000 working days each 
year as a result of sickn alone. This 
meant financial loss, including wages, 
loss to industry, and medical cost, of 
nearly $500,000,000, a very serious symp- 
tom of industrial preparedness and 
inefficiency, the sapfeaker said, in view 
of the fact that at least one-half of 
this sickness was from strictly prevent- 
able causes. 

_Of the relation of industrial effi- 
sancy. to national safety Dr. Armstrong 
said: 

‘‘ The European war has demonstrated 
that a large army and navy are effec- 
tive only if backed by an efficient in- 
dustrial. organization. As a matter of 
fact, the war is largely a struggle be- 





cratic inefficiency. The great problem 
which the United States shares in com- 
mon with other democracies is that of 
making democracy efficient. Any pro- 
gram for preparedness which leaves 
‘out of account unnecessary industrial 
wastage is futile and infantile, if it is 
not selfish and prejudiced.” 


GET THREAD FROM LUPINE. 


Germany Finds New Use for a Com- 
mon Plant. 


BERLIN, April 5, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Thread and fila- 
ment of a practical, usable kind can 
be made from the stalks of the common, 
and in Germany very plentiful, lupine, a 
legume belonging to the alfalfa family. 
Two men who made the discovery and a 
Captain who has perfected a machine 
for.the process have taken out patents, 
and the Prussian Ministry of Agricult- 


@e has issued an appeal to farmers to 
plant as much lupine as possible this 


Pa 
e discovery is especially welcome at 
this time, when thread is scarce. Ex- 
periments have proved that the best 
thread from the lupine comes from the 
mature ,plant, which means that lupine 
culture will not have to be checked, at 
the expénse of the seed, in.order to ob- 
tain thread. Nor does thrashing injure 
the thread part of the stalk in the least. 
Captain von Bluecher’s machine, just 
invented, can be moved ‘from farm to 
farm, much as a thrashing machine is 
moved, so that the lupine can be handled 
without any transportation difficulties. 
The two kinds of lupine prevailing in 
Germany will grow in almost any fina 
of soil, but especially in sandy, dry 
Places such as’ abound in the eastern 
eng of Germany, which can be used for 
ardly anything else. Beside the thread 
material from the.stalk, the plants’ seeds 
yield oil, and its roots nitrogen. 


FOR TARIFF ON OUR GOWNS. 


London Newspaper Advocates a 
Duty, Conceding We Dictate Styles. 


LONDON, April 15, (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—England hae 
at last awakened to the fact that Amer- 
ica hus become a’ great. power ih the 

orld of fashion, and that many ideas 
for women's apparel which formerly 
came from France now emanate from 
New York. 

A London \ morning newspaper pub- 
lishes a long editorial appealing to the 
Government. to protect home industties 
by clapping a heavy duty on styles im- 
ported from New York. It says, in part: 

“* Mepecially should we come down hot 
and strong on American fashions. Our 
French allies are concentrating their 
energies on the war so closely that Paris 
fashions have aimost ceased to exist, 
and America is making frantic efforts 
to establish herself as the maker of the 


e. 

“'¥his is natural, but she may well be 
made to pay for her opportunity. She 
has always made France and England 
pay tor dresses imported into the States, 
and this is a very legitimate ocasion for 
retaliation.

That Weaken Unity at Home 
and Force Abroad. 


MUST SET HOUSE IN ORDER 


Editors at Meeting of Associated 
Press Urged to Work for Free, 
Powerful, Just America. * 


Dr. * Nicholas Murray Butler, Presi- 
dent of Columbia University, was the 
principal speaker at. the annual lunch- 
eon of The Associated Press yesterday 
in the Waldorf. His-address in full fol- 
lows: : , 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Associated Press: 

For the honor of the invitation to be 
your. guest . am deeply sensible, and 
for that honor I wish first to express 
my, grateful appreciation.. It is no 
small compliment to be permitted to 
speak at a time like this to a great 
company of me drawn from all 
parts of our nation, representing 
every shade of opinion, who are sin- 
gle-minded in their devotion to truth, 
and to its interpretation as they seek 
and understand it, and to our common 
America. Mea 

In this presence of men of affaits, 

so closely in touch with the move- 
ment of opinion all over the world, 
accustomed to guide, to express, to 
formulate it, there is nothing that I 
can possibly say that you do not ai- 
ready know. But I reflect that it is 
out of the a geo of individuals, 
and out of. their reaction to the chang- 
ing course of events that first public 
opinion, then history, is made. 
- If any significance be attached to 
what I shall briefly say in your pres- 
ence, it can only be because it repre- 
sents the attempt of one American 
who feels keenly the responsibility of 
his country and of the enwire citizen- 
ship at this moment when the world 
stands at a crossroads in its path of 
progress. 

If we stand at the crossroads ir- 
resolute, paralyzed of will, history 
will have one story to tell. If we turn 
to the right and take the path that 
leads upward to new achievement and 
to lasting honor, it will have a very 
different story to tell. If we should 
turn to the left and follow the wind- 
ing and rocky road that leads down 
to a darkening gloom—we know not 
where—histdry will have yet another 
record to make of the American 
people and of their capacity to repre- 
sent civilization. 


Leaders of Civilization. 


It is just abot twenty years ago 
since George Meredith, writing to The 
London Daily News, said that since 
the fortunate outcome of the greatest 
of civil wars we have come to look 
upon the American peopre as the lead- 
ers -in civilization. That is a proud 
and ennobling judgment, and we may 
well search @ur minds and our hearts 
to ascertain whether it be true, and 
whether we are bey 3 mt for the 
high honor that so distinguished an 
observer of his kind proffered to us 
as his personal judgment. 

The question which I ask in your 
presence this afternoon is this: ave 
we an American nation? If ,so, is that 
nation conscious of a unity purpose 
and of ideals? If so, what is to be 
the policy of that nation in the imme- 
diate future? . 

It must not be forgotten that na- 
tions are comparatively new in human 
history. There were no nations in the 
ancient world. Men were grouped in 
empires, in races, as followers of a 
religion, as clansmen owing allegiance 
to a chief, but not as nations as we 
use the word. There were no nations 
until the dream of a universal political 
empire had passed away; until the 
stately magnificence of Rome had 
broken into a hundred fragments. It 
was then and only then that a new 
organizing force made itself felt in 
the thoughts and deeds of men. 

This new consciousness of unitv was 
in part the outgrowth of unity of race 
origin, in part the outgrowth of unity 
of language, in part the outgrowth of 
unity of institutional life, in part the 
outgrowth of unity of military and 
religious tradition. It seized hold of 
the m‘nds of men in most practical 
fashion. The result is that from the 
time of the death of Charlemagne to 
the time of the present German Em- 

eror the history of the world is the 
ters of nation building and the by- 
products of nation building. A nation 
is scientifically defined as a popula- 
tion of an ethnic unity inhabiting a 
geographic unity .under a common 
form of government. The exceptions 
are quite numerous enough to prove 
this rule. 

As the centuries have followed one 
another it is not difficult to see how 
the several nations have endeavored 
to possess themselves of territory that 
is a geographic unit. They have 
sought natural boundaries, whether of 
high mountains, cr of broad rivers, or 
of the sea. itself. One War after an- 
other is to be explained in terms of a 
nation’s definite purpose to possess 
itself of a geographic unity as its 
home. ‘There has been by no means 
equal care taken by the nations to es- 
tablish and to protect an ethnic unity. 
A strong~people has usually felt con- 
fident that it could hold an alien ele- 
ment in subjection and yet preserve 
national integrity and unity of spirit. 
So one after another of the greater 
nations of the world has, in seeking 
for geographic unity, insisted on in- 
corporating in its own -body_ politic 
alien and often discordant elements 
and holding them in stern. subjection. 
The examples are too familiar to be 
recited here. 


Nemesis of Nation Building. 


This process of nation building has 
gone on until the nation has come to 
be conceived as an end in itself, as 
superior to the law, to the conyentions 
of morality, and to the precepts of re- 
ligion. A form of patriotism his been 
developed all over the world~ which 
finds in the nation itself the highest 


human end. The logical result, and 
indeed the almost necessarv result, of 
this type of thinking is the war which 
. is now cremate over the world’s civ- 
ilization and destroying it with the 
sure pitilessness of an Alpine glacier. 
This war is the nemesis of nation 
building conceived as an end in itself. 
Unless a nation, like an _ individual, 
have sonie purpose, some ideal, some 
motive which lies outside of and‘ be- 
yond self-interest and self-aggrandize- 
ment, war must. continue’ on the face 
of this earth until the day when the 
last and strongest man, superb in his 
mighty loneliness, shall look out from 
a rock in the Caribbean upon a world 
that has been depopulated in its pur-

America Not Yet a Nation. 


On this Atlantic :shore distances 
were great and communication *diffi- 
cult.’ In addition there were social, 
economic and religious differences that 


kept the .struggling colonists apart. 
The result was ‘that there grew up 
heré: not a nation, but the ~material 
out-of which-a nation could be made. 


’ There is a-sense, a deep and striking 


sense, in which the same ‘remains ab- 
solutely true today: There is not yet 
a nation, but the rich and fine ma- 
terials Sut of which a true nation can 
be made by the architects with vision 
to plan and by the builder with skill 
adequate to execute. 

hen a common oppression forced 
the separate colonists together they 
still sadly lacked that devotion toa 
unity higher than any of its component 
parts, which would have saved so 
much loss and ~ much suffering dur- 
ing the days of revolution and of the 
first steps toward a National Govern- 
ment. An enormous step forward was 
taken when the National Government 
was built. In the adoption of the Con- 
stitution of the United States the cor- 
nerstone was laid for one of the most 
splendid .structures in all the ‘history 
of all nations. Then followed sharp 
political divergence. There ‘were 
those who wold iay stress upon the 
new national unity; there were. still 
more whe thought it important to em- 
phasize the separate elements out of 
which that unity had been composed. 
The judicial logic of Marshall and the 
convincing eloquence of Webster were 
the chief unifying and nation-building 
forces in the generation that followed. 
Meanwhile sharp differences of eco- 
nomic interests were manifesting 
themselves, and the fatal question of 
slavery pressed forwdrd both as an 
economic and as a politf€al issue. The 
new nation, which had already made 
such progress upon the foundations 
laid by the fathérs, feil apart, and 
only after one of the most terrible 
and destructive of civil wars were the 
ruins of the disaster cleared away and 
the ground prepared for the next step 
in construction. Here mistakes were 
made so numerous and so severe that 
unifying and nation-building 
process was checked and held back 
for years. : 

Then two sets of separating and dis- 
integrating forces began to make 
themselves strongly felt First, the 
economic differences which must of 
necessity manifest themselves over so 
large and so diverse a territory now 
reveal themselves in new force, in 
part as a result of the industrial revo- 
lution and in part as a result of pure- 
ly American condition, as involving a 
class conflict between capital and la- 

r. Soon there were signs that citi- 
zenship, with its compelling allegiance 
to the common weal, wak to be subor- 
dinated in discouraging ‘fashion, not 
once but often, to the immediate in- . 
— and policies of an economic 
class. 


Echo of Old World Feuds. / 


Second, the immigration from all the 
countries which had been for a long 
time substantially homogeneous be- 
came increasingly and rapidly hetero- 
geneous. New nationalities, new, lan- 
guages, new racial affinities were 
drawn upon for the recruitment of the 
population of the United States. The 
hopes and the ambitions which 100 


and 200 years before had been the pe- 
culiar property of the people of West- 
ern Europe had now spread far away 
to the East and to the South. With 
this heterogeneous immigration there 
came, in no inconsiderable measure, 
the echo of the Old World anizmosities 
and feuds and hates. These did not 
manifest themselves in any direct 
sense as anti-American, but they did 
manifest themselves with sufficient 
strength to deprive America of a unity 
of attitude, of feeling, and of policy 
in dealing with international relations 
which every day grew in importance 
and in significance. 

Se it is that at this moment, with a 
world war raging about us and a 
Presidential campaign openin in 
front of us, with years full of fate 
stretched out for us to'walk in, we 
are not sure of our national unity of 
thought and tectias and purpose be- 
cause of the preSence of disintegrat- 
ing elements and forces which weaken 
our sense of unity at home and which 
deprive us of the influence abroad 
which attaches to unity at home. The 
grave problem before the American 
people today is that of completing the 
process of nation pbuilding. It is the 
bt of setting our house in order. 
tis the problem of integrating Amer- 
ca. It is the problem of subordinat- 
ing every personal ambition, every 
class interest and policy, every race 
attachment, to the one dominant idea 
of an America free, just, powerful, 
forward facing, that shall stand out 
in the history of nationg as the name 
of: a people who conceive the mission 
and their true greatness to lie in ser- 
vice to mankind. We are the inher- 
itors of a great tradition, What poets 
and philosophers have eamed, that 
we are trying day by day to do, our 
stumblings, our blunders, our short- 
comings are many; but if we keep our

If they are able to rise to a 
ciation of their own part—of fits own 
controlling principles and. pglitics, to 
put aside every self-seeking, every 
distracting, every brutal appeal—no 
one can tell what lights will illumine 
the page on which the history of our 
nation may yet be written. 

It is nearly sixty years since Abra- 
ham Lincoln in his debates with Sen- 
ator Douglas made mention of the 
Scriptural sayi that ‘‘a house di- 
vided against itself cannot stand,’’ and 
he added, ‘‘ I do not expect the house 
will fall, but I do expect the house 
will cease to be divided."’ 

So Mr. President, I say today to this 
influential company of Americans, we 
do expect, every one of us, that our 
house will cease to be divided. We 
do expect that our America will come 
to full consciousness of its purpose; 
that the serene courage of Washing- 
ton, the constructive genius of Hamil- 
ton, the keen human insight and sym- 
pathy of Jefferson, the patient pathos 
of Lincoln, shall not have been in 
vain in teaching us what our coun- 
try 1s. 

Shall we catch sight of that some- 
thing higher than selfishness, higher 
than material gain,-figher than the 
triumph of brute force, which alone 
can lead a nation up to those high 
places that become sacred in history, 
and from which influence descends in 
a mighty torrent, to refresh, to vivify 
and inspire all mankind? 

It is as true today as it was in 
ancient times, where there is no 
vision the people perish. We can 
make an America with a vision. We 
cannot make it without.

WANTS WAR FOUGHT OUT

Asserts: Sinking of Lusitania Was 
‘Worth a.Dozen New Ships and 
100 Regiments te England.

MRdDEN CITY, N. Y., April 25.—Ger- 
man methods of warfare received strik- 
ing comment from President W. H. P. 
Faunce of Brown University in an ad- 
dress delivered by him tonight at the 
-Garden .City Hotel at the opening ses- 
‘sion of the First National Conference of 
the American Council of the World Alli- 
ance of Churches fot the Promotion of 
International Friendship. 


|" More ‘than .150, clergymen from all 


parts of the’ United States, many of 
‘them former délegates to the World Al- 
liance of Clergymen at Constance, Ger-. 
many, on Aug..1, 1914, and many promi- 
nent workers in societies to promote 
peace, attended the meeting, which will 
last three days and was called to extend 
the membership of the American Council 
so that the 
United States can be more effectively 


suture wars. 

President Faunce's speech, which was 
anything but a plea for 
peace or unpreparednéss, was more 
vigorous than many of thosé in attend- 
ance had expectéd, and gave the Con- 
acest a dramatic opening. He said in 
part: 

‘All arsund u& men: are believing 
that the law of the jungle is the founda- 
tion Of national life, and that might 
is the only final sanction of right. ‘They 
offer us the gospel of ‘Treitschke and 
the code of Bernhardi as the last word 
of modern wisdom, arid proclaim that 
military force is the ultimate and only 
reliance of the nations. But the dan- 
ger of our time is that we of the 
Churchés shall tose faith tn the moral 
torces Which create physical forcés, and 
are far more powerful than any physi- 
cal forcés ever’ ¢an be. The. sinking of 
the Lusitania weakened England by the 
loss of one ship and 1,000 lives, it 
strengthened England as much as the 
building of a dogen ships and the arm. 
ing of a hundred Engiish regiments. 

‘*How to stop the war we do not at 
present inquire. We do not want the 
war stopped until péace can be estab- 
lished on the basis of justice. For my- 
self I betieve it must be fought out. 
Our task is father to understand the 
war, and to work for the prevention of 
such folly and stupidity in the future. 
When the typhoid fever is raging in a 
patient’s blood, the doctor may recog- 
nize that it must run its course with 
whatever alleviations he may suggest. 
Not the cure, but the prevention of war, 
is the task that summons today the 
Christian forces of the world. We do 
not need to come togéther merely to 
déscribe the beauty and desirability of 
peace. In fact, peace as sometimes pic- 
tured, as the mere negatisn of strife, is 
not in its@?if desirable. 

“One of the curous psychological 
; facts of our time is the poptilar revoit 
| against mere peace. It m.ght bé@ well to 
drop the Word peace from our further 
| discussions provided we could find some 
positive and constructivé word to replace 
it. Peace that is a mere’ vacuum no man 
desires. Naturé itself abhors a vacuum. 
I myself believe in adequate defense of 
the fiation, éven though I may not be 
able to define the word adequate in a 
rapidly changing environment. I believe 
as the nation grows its police power 
must grow, that its increasing numbers 
and. wealth demand increase of pro- 
tection again&t burglary, . cannot for a 
moment accept the doctrine of Tolstoy 
80 long as I follow a Christ whose whole 
life was a resolute resistance to evil.” 

The congress in Garden City is part 
of a worldwide campaign of ¢hurches 
how actively under way in nine European 
countries for the éstablishment of an 
internatidnai league of peace and the 
ereation of a werid supreme court.

$111.50 on a ‘claim by Tiffany & Co. 

Accérding*to Jotine, Larkin & Rath- 
bone, lawyers, who yesterday advertised 
the sale, Tiffany's in 1887 held the set 
on a claim against John T. Howard, 
Lyman B. Bunnell, and Moses Wiseman, 


who, the lawyers said, were all dead 
now, and when the three wished to 
claim the set Tiffany’s found ; 
claims against it, and refused to hand 
it over. Mr. Howard bégan suit, which 
resulted in the ¢ourt’s ordering Tiffany’s 
to store the chessmen in a vault in the 
then new building of the Central Trust 
Company in Wall Street.

General Expected to Pursue ‘B:ndit 
if Opportunity Arises.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The State 
Department today received a_ tele- 
gram from Marion Letcher, the Amer- 
ican Consul at Chihuahua City, stat- 


ing that he haa been reliably in- 
formed that Villa had been located about 
sixty miles west of Satevo. The mes- 
sagé was turned over to the War De- 
partment and the information it con- 
tained was telegraphed to Major Gen. 
Funeton to be relayed to General Persh- 
ing’s headquarters. Major Gen. Tasker 
L. Bliss, Acting Chief of the General 
Staff of the Army, in the absence of 
Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott on the bor- 
der, said that if it was true Villa was 
west of Satevo, troops would be sent 
after him, but that probably nothing 
would be done unless more definite con: 
firmation of the report was received. 
General Fershing is at liberty to send 
forces into the region west of Satevo 
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to capture Villa. The plans for the re- 
disposition of the American forces in 
Mexico aré being carried forward under 
orders from the War Department which 
in no way tie the hands of General 
Funston or General Pershing, and the 
latter is at liberty to utilize any part 
of his command at any time, in his dis- 
cretion, éven while the Obregon-Scott- 
nston conference is in progress,

Gratified over the fact that the Car- 
ranza Government is sending General 
Obregon to the border for a conference 
with Major Generals Scott and Funston,

AVIATORS PROTEST 
AT NEW MACHINES 


Four Aeroplanes At Colambus 
. Found to Be Like Those 
Wrecked In Mexico.

COLUMBUS, N. M., April 25.—After 
all the risks they have faced in the 
last month while trying to drive aero- 
planes of inadequate power over moun- 
tain pksses in Mexico, the American 
army aviators on duty here have re- 
turnéd to Columbus, only to discover 
that four of the new aeroplanes pur- 
chased for them under appropriation of 
Congress are of the same type as the 
ones that went to pieces in Mexico. 

Machines of the sort used in Europe 
were ssked for. Word was received 
that eight new machines “‘ of the latest 
type ’’ were to be sent. “The four unh- 
packed today, however, are tractors of 
‘the Curtiss N-8 type, with engines of 
the same horse power as the ones that 
have been wrecked. The engines are 
rated at 90 horse power, and are said 
to develop less. The new machines have 
greater wing surface than the old, but 
this is said to be a drawback in this 
counsy of tregcherous air currents, as 
it diminishes speed. 

Four of the Curtiss R-2 machines, with 
smaller wing ry than the new ones 
here, but with 160 horse-power engines 
are expected next month, and four 140 
horse-power Sturtevants, with steel 
framework, are due heré soon. These 
last eight aeroplanes are of types that 
the aviators think necessary for their 
work here. 

If can be said that while the aviators 
are obeying the rule against talking for 
publicatio#, they express very strongly 
among themiselves their reluétance to 
fly in the four new chines—even a 
determination not to 4° 80, although 
that may be merely an phatic sort of 
protest. No one here will discuss the

pared it must be, with the long-familiar 
playing of Mansfield in this part, which, 
ordered liké a coat, was cut to his meas- 
ure, and which fitted him like a glove. 
The playgoer is a creature whose memo- 
ries grow distorted and half obliterated 
as season succeeds season, and Mr. Daly 
would be challenging a phantom if Mans-

His 
voice is a highly effective instrument, 
and its William Gillette-like note of 
world weariness, of elegant boredom, is 
ever so helpful in the politely contempt- 
uous speeehes of the fastidious Beau. 
But his appeararce in his present make- 
up is most unfortunate. He is quite hor- 
ridly bewigged, and even in his most 
gorgeous raiment gives rise to faint and 
disturbing meniories of marked-down 
Hamlets, of comic-paper tragedians 
walking wearily on the ties. 

All this makes his way harder in the 
acts, where he is iess ef- 
fective and, thus handicapped, he plays 
the Beau without enough of that grace, 
elegance, and supreme distinction which 
would lend plausibility to the comedy 
and add laurels to his brow. Arnold 
Daly has so far departed from his prac- 
tice as to do a piece of work in a quite 
commonplace manner. 

He jis not buoyed up by a brilliant and 
well-directed company, although Stan- 
ley Dark and William Raymond givé 
good accounts of themselves. It was Mr. 
Dark who staged the revival and, ac- 
cording to the program, prepared the 
text for performance in the year of 
grace 1916, 

The process of revision has been vijt- 
orous. Gone are the old asides ar 
soliloquies, and the alterations hav 
not stopped there. The first act has 
been split into two scenes, the last com- 
pressed into one. Mariana is on her 
way to him when he dfés; but the King 
and his friends at Court never visit 
him at Calais. They enter the last act 
only us spectral memories of the grand- 
eur that was Brummell, appearing only 
in his vision when, in the midst of his 
pathetic phantom supper, the wall of 
his garret in Calais grows suddenly 
transparent, and he. sees them all (as 
you do) at table, and hears them toast- 
ing him.

EMBARGO ON NEW HAVEN.

THE BRITISH BLOCKADE AND 
NEUTRAL RIGHTS. 

We have pointedly refused to mix up 
the two unrelated questions of Ger- 
many’s slaughter of American citizens 
and England’s hampering of American 
trade when the Berlin Government 
made a suggestion to that effect. It is 
plain, therefore, that we cannot act 
affirmatively upon the proposal made 
.by the British Government in the note’ 
published this morning, that we join 
with other neutral nations in an effort 
“to prevent the violation of neutral 
rights,” since such a joint commission 
would nattrally have to concern itself 
first of all with the gravest class of 
offenses, those committed by German 
submarines, and then with blockade 
These are questions which 
‘we must take up separately, in our own 
time and in our own Way. 

The spirit of candor and friendliness 
in which the London note discusses 
interferences with trade is manifested 
in the declaration, now made to us for 
the second time, that the Orders in 
Council. do. not control the British 
prizé courts. | Those tribunals are free 
to declare illegal acts in contravention 
of internationa]. law, and aggrieved

The figures of our greatly swollen 
exports to neutral countries from 
which Germany is supposed to receive 
goods that thus evade thé blockade 
are too convincing to admit of much 
dispute.

Charity, seeking, as 
charity must, an ex- 
Sir Roger planation that will 
Casement. serve as an excuse 
for a crime as ab- 
horrent to all the world as treason, 
finds first and only the possibility that 
Sir Roger CaskMENT was a victim of the 
neurasthenia that so often diminishes or 
destroys the moral responsibility of men 
who stay too long and work too hard in 
the tropics. That he was in some degree 
a sufferer from that dread malady is, 
indeed, more than a _ possibility--it is a 
probability, as much of Sir Rogsr’s time 
for twenty years had been passed in 
parts of the world where men of his 
breed and type can remain with im- 
punity only when they carefully refrain 
from exhausting activities of mind and 
*body. 

However, the desire for the sake of 
humanity's self-respect to palliate this 
man’s treachery is weakened by the 
knowledge that, throughout his career 
in the Consular service, though he was 
living on British pay and had accepted 
a title and. other honors from the 
British Government, he had always been 
a bitterly hostile critic of the’ Empire 
that employed him, and his principal 
and doubtless congenial achievement was 
the conduct of an investigation the re- 
sult of which brought deep and deserved 
humiliation on all Englishmen. 

The Germans, with characteristic in- 
ability to understand the state of public 
sentiment outside of their own country, 
seem at first to have expected him to be 
La useful tool for use against their most 
hated enemies. His complete failure to 
accomplish anything of value for them 
soon made him almost as coldly viewed 
in Berlin as at home, and his condition 
for months past has been one of tragic, 
almost pathetic, loneliness. What his 
position was in the absurd and inevitably 
disastrous expedition that ended in his 
capture is not revealed, but it could 
hardly have been one of more than con- 
temptuous toleration. For him, with his 
knowledge, to take part in such a futile 
scheme hints at desperation. It was a 
sort of suicide, for the plea of insanity, 
the only plea his friends can make, is 
unlikely to save him.

A new definition of 
what constitutes hon- 
esty in advertising 
has been provided by 
the United States Su- 
Preme Court in a truly interesting case 
that came to it from Southern Florida. 
There, it seems, a real estate company 
had been sefling land to more or less 
guileless investors, presumably North- 
ern. It had charged them prices that 
appear to have been reasonably, or at 
least decently, near to what the land 
was worth for the uses to which it 
could be put. This, a Florida court held, 
.made the transactions legitimate, but the 
Wise Men in Washington gave a considy 
eration that had been refused by their 
humbler brothers to the fact that though 
the buyers of the land got their money’s 
worth, they did not get land valuable in 
the ways that the company’s advertise- 
ments had promised and justified them 
in expecting. 

Therefore the Supreme Court held the 
tfansactions to be, not legitimate, but 
fraudulent. , 

It is interesting, and even a little 
amusing, to notice that in the opinion 
as rendered there appears, incidentally, 
a kindly concession to human nature as 
it is, and a truly judicious recognition 
of a weakness in it too nearly universal 
to be condemned. The decision, to be 
more explicit, refrains—and carefully 
says that it refrains—from declaring 
fraudulent the high-pitched praise by 
the seller of wares with which all men, 
since men began to barter together, have 
been accustomed to meet an opposite 
tendency of buyers toward depreciation 
of the other fellow’s goods, 

Of course exaggeration of merit, from 
the standpoint of the strict and rigid 
moralist, is not right, but, whether nec- 
essary or not, the world’s experience 
has shown it to be inevitable, and im- 
memorial custom gives it a sanction 
which the law does well not to deny. If 
hard pressed, the Supreme Court would 
probably say that the exaggerating done 
by the seller, to escape the taint of 
fraud, must have a certain sincerity and 
be done.with a certdift moderation. As 
it was, *however, the court didn’t go even 
that far; it was content to say. that ex- 
aggeration was one thing and lying an- 
other, though the two are near neigh- 
bors and close acquaintances, and to let 
the sleeping dog of a question lie undis- 
turbed.

MEYER LONDON A MINORITY 


Technical Parliamentary Ruling De- 
nounced ‘by “Mann. as Unfair— 
Conferees,for Preparedness. 

~ > ‘oe

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Ending the 
fight of the-Republican minority to in- 
struct the conferees of the lower cham-~ 
ber to accept the Senate amendment 
for an army of 250,000 men, the House 
today sent to conference the Army Re- 
organization bill and failed to record 
itsef on the “big army ’”’ issue. : 

A peculiar parliamentary situation, 
wherein Representative Meyer London 
of New York, the lone Socialist mem- 
ber, was recognized to. make a motion 
to recommit the bill, ‘was the undoing 
of the Republican plans for a record 
vote on the big army amendment, Rec- 
ognition of Representative London. by 
Speaker Champ Clark at a time when 
the Republicans were seeking to recom- 
mit the bill and instruct the Military 
Committee to accept the Senate amend- 
ment so displeased Representative Mann, 
the Republican floor leader, that for the 
first time he seriously questioned a rul- 
ing by Speaker Clark. 

‘““That is an unfair ruling,’’ said Mr. 
Mann, when the Speaker held that Mr. 
London was the only House member 
entitled to make the recommittal mo- 
tion. The rules require that a mem- 
ber moving fo recommit must announce 
his unqualified opposition to the bill. 

Representative Julius Kahn, ranking 
Republican of thé Military Committee, 
had demanded prior recognition to move 
to send the Army bill to the committee 
and instruct it to disagree to all Sen- 
ate amendments except that relating to 
the army of 250,000 men. Representa- 
tives Harrison, Foster, and CNsp, Dem- 
ocrats, raised the point of order that 
Mr. Kahn was not entitled to make a 
motion to recommit. The Californian, 
they said, could not be opposed to the 
entire bill, and therefore did not come 
within the rule. The speaker decided 
that Mr. Kahn did not bring himseif 
within the rule and that Mr. London, 
opposing, as he did, all forms of army 
legislation, should be recognized. 

‘‘The minority is entitled to move to 
recornmit,”’ said Speaker Clark, ‘‘ and 
Mr. London is a minority party all by 
himself.’”’ ‘ 

Mr. London’s motion to recommit 
made no reference to the 6ize of the 
army. He wes the only member to vote 
for his motion, the vote being 248 to 1. 


Conferees for Big ,Army. 


The Speaker named as_ conferees 
Chairman Hay and Representative Dent, 
Democrats, and Répresentative Kahn, 
Republican, of the Military Affairs 
Committee. Subsequently the Senate 
named as conferees Senators Chamber- 
lain, Beckham, and Broussard, Demo- 
crats, and Warren, ex-Chairman of the 
committee, and du Pont, Republicans. 
On the whote, the Conference Commit- 
tee is regarded as favorable to a big 

rmy. 

*'The House adopted the rule sending 
the army bill to conference 208 tod 146. 
This was not generally regarded as a 
test vote ag between the ‘“ big army 
and “small army” adherents. Both 
sides expected later to have a show- 
down vote on the Senate amendment, 
and this failed to materialize. 

Debate preceding the disposition of 
the army bill developed tharp differ- 
ences over preparedness. The greatest 
ovtburst of applause came when the 
Republican leader, Mr. Mann. said: 

“T want the United States to keep 
out of the war. I am opposed even to 
breaking off diplomatic relations with 
any of the countries at war in Eu- 
rere would rather spend a little money 
on the army now," Mr. Mann continued, 
“than to spend oceans of American 
I think we ought to pre- 

re for the worst now. . 
Pe We are sitting on top of an 
earthquake in the world. We are the 
only great, rich, powerful country not 
engaged in the war and the only one 
without a method of defense. We may 
become involved in war at any time 
through our notions of the rights we 
have or because of the cupidity of other 
nations. 

“I think we ought to remain at peace, 
to stand even insult and injury, but 
there is a limit beyond which no gne 
goes. While in my. opinion we have hot 
reached that limit, and while I hope we 
shall be able to restrain ourselves so 
that we shall never reach that limit, we 
should prepare men to fight before we 
pour out the blood of the volunteers, 
unpr ed and untrained. An army of 
250, men is not excessive. We should 
be foolish not to provide it. When the 
war clouds pass away we may reduce it, 
but now we should prepare.”’

DUTY ON SILK CRAPES. 


Court of Customs Appeals Settles 
a Test Case on it. 


The United States Court of Customs 
Appea}s has settled under the present 
tariff ‘the classification of silk mourn- 


ing crapes in the piece, varying in 
width from 19 to 42 inches. The test 
case stood in the name of Auffmordt & 
Co., this city. The wide goods were 
assessed for duty as veilings, while the 
narrower. fabrics were taxed as trim- 
mings, both at 60 per cent. - 

Both classes of goods were claimed by 
the importers to be dutiable at 45 per 
cent. under the general provision for 
woven fabrics of silk. The narrowér 
widths of crape in question. are used 
chiefly in making trimmings. In this 
use the goods as imported are first cut 
on a bias and then usually hemmed 
and 5 ae to the garment, or it may 
be a hat, the bias pieces being usually 
folded and sewed together before being 
applied. There axe also plaited crape 
trimmi made from the samé mate- 
rial, which in like manner had been cut 
on thé bias and the pieces sewn to- 
gether. 

The Board of General Apprainors held 
all the goods .to be trimmings dutiable 
as assessed. The importers then went 
before the Customs Court with the con- 
tention at the goods were not trim- 
mings, but cuatertal for trimmings, and 
that the rule had ‘been established that 
material for trimmings was not trim- 
menee within the tariff sense. Presiding 

Judge Montgomery, in his decision for 
thé court, reversed the board and adopt- 
ed the importers’ view.

Otherwise, the news was rathér bear- 
ish. The weathér was quite favorable, 
although little or no rain was reported 
in the Southwest. 

Buying of May was\on a heavy scale 
during. the forenoon.: . Purchases of this 
option by half a dozen trade houses 
were éstimated at trom 40,000 to 50;000, 
while another broker brought about 
10,000 bales of July. 

A Liverpool cable dispatch says there 
are strong indications of further restric- 
tion in cotton imports owing to the di- 
version of tonnage for the conveyance 
of troops, munitions, and food. The 
stock of cotton in Liverpool is consid- 
ered fairly large, but the amount is not 
sufficient to stand continued withdraw- 
als for consumption without early re- 
plenishment.

‘The operators maintain that the in- 
sistence by the miners.on their demand 
for a closed shop is un-American, and 
that’ the forced collection of dues by the 
employer, known as the * check-off,’ is 
against the practice of every other 
labor organization in .the country, and 
is, in effect, a demand on, the part of the 
officers and organizers of the United 
Mine Workers of America for a guaran- 
teed income, collected by the o ‘ators 
and to be used by the organization in 
any way it desircs. Much as they realize 
the. responsibility of the step they take, 
the operators beliéve that in rejecting 
the demand for a closed.shop and the 
“check-off’' they are protecting the in- 
stitutions of the country as well as the 
public without in any degree desiring to 
antagonize the interests or the principles 
of organized labor. 

** This attitude on the part of the oper- 
ators is in absolute accord with the de- 
cision of see Anthracite Strike Commis- 
sion Meg ed by the President of the 
United States in 1902. On. this same sub- 
ject of complete recognition of the union 

thre’ commission found as follows: 

‘The commission adjudges and 
awards: That no person shall be refused 
émploxyment or in any way discriminated
